“For centuries the healing of this great breach in 
the Christian family has been the dream and the 

rayer of pious souls. A large library could be col- 
ected of the volumes which have been written on 
Christian union alone, yet the breach has remained 
and the gulf of separation is still as broad as ever, 
so far as concerns the organization of the distinct 
parties. 

“The expressions of sympathy and veneration 
which the death of the Pope hes evoked from Prot- 
testants suggest, however, that there has now grown 
up a unity of Christian sentiment never before ex- 
hibited since the great break came. 

“Doubtless the outward and organized separation 
will remain, perhaps indefinitely, but in interior 
sentiment the Christian world is now more at unity 
than seemed possible even twenty-five years ago. 
Respect has succeeded hatred and suspicion. 

“In the world of civilization there are now two 
great forces opposed to each other—religious faith, 
religion, and infidelity, or denial of supernaturalism, 
and the first needs to be united in sentiment and 
purpose in order to contend with the relatively con- 
solidated and increasing hosts of the second." 

Blessed is he who recognizes and realizes the 
truth of the ancient teaching; “Divers are the ways 
and means to approach God, and every religion in 
the world shows one of these ways.”

REV. R. J. CAMPBELL ON “THE LAST THINGS" 


In a frank and striking sermon preached at one 
of the Thursday morning services in the London 
City Temple, the new pastor, Rev. R. J. Campbell, 
recently defined his belief in regard to the salvation 
of all men. Joining together Christ's answer to 
the question, “Lord, are there few that be saved?" 
and the words of the parable of the lost sheep, 
“Until he find it," he stated his belief that God 
can never be satisfied until he has brought back 
every one of his own sheep to the fold.. He quoted, 
as coming near to what he feels to be the truth, 
'Tennyson's lines: 


That nothing walks with aimless feet, 
That not one life shall be destroyed 
Or east as rubbish to the void, 

When God has made the pile complete. 


He gave four reasons for the belief expressed in 
these lines, First, because of the sovereignty of 
God. “The eternally right and eternally good will 
prevail by the power of Eternal God, ‘Until he 
find it’—but he shall find it. The soul that resist- 
eth Him resisteth at its own peril. But God pre- 
vails, not the sinner.” Second, because of “what I 
read in the atonement of Jesus Christ.’ Third, be- 
cause of the divine compassion I read at the cross." 
Fourth, “Because humanity has a claim upon God.” 
“Yea, verily no words can be too strong to describe 
the terrible nature of sin, and he who would dare to 
prophesy smooth things in the face of the world 
1$ 4 false Brophes but I think there is no ratio be- 
tween sin anc punishment —save to bring the sinner 
to himself." ‘This frank delivery of his soul upon a 
difficult question to his new congregation must do 
much to win their respect and admiration. It is a 
notable sign of the times, which it is pleasing to us 
to note. A man will not sin forever because of 
the terrible effects. God, in a while, wins all men; 
for He is man's only refuge,

I have been reading a very beautiful book lately which tells of the life of a very spiritual and 
saintly man.

One famous preacher had noted him in his congregation and felt a mighty influence emanate from

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mILRST of ali among man's natural desires, 
) uppermost in the minds of most men, is 
the wish for health, Without health, all 
other gifts of life are practically worth- 
less. It is the lack of health that sours 
all the sweetness in the cup of life for 
inost people. Every one can appreciate this bless- 
ing, however other blessings may be unappreciated. 

It is curious, then, how constantly and habitually 
the fundamental condition of health, if this phil- 
osophy of fife be the true philosophy, is ignored by 
most men. Even the custodians of health practi- 
cally ignore it. Medical men do not profess to be 
materialists. For the most part, they accept this 
philosophy of life, as already stated, unhesitatingly. 
So far as they are religions men, they are con- 
strained to accept it. Nevertheless, the constant 
preoccupation of the medical man with the body, 
his absorbing attention to the physical manifesta- 
tion of the mental being, tends to produce à prac- 
tical materialism that is only too obvious. A 
myopia, or nearsightedness, is induced, which blinds 
him to all but the physical facts and factors in 
disease, Most medical men believe ip the existence 
of the invisible substances that we call molecules, 
but they do not seem to believe in the unseen and 
unseeable substances that we call thoughts. They 
believe in the agency of microbes, but they do not 
seem to believe in the agency of mental microbes— 
the little devils of lust, anger, and jealousy. They 
believe in the body's reaction on the mind, but not 
in fhe niind’s reaction on the body. They believe 
that secretions color imaginations, but not that 
imaginations color secretions. They believe that the 
liver depresses the mind, but not that the mind 
depresses the liver. 

As with our medical men, so with the laity. Most 
of us act as if we believed not a whit in this under- 
lying philosophy of life, but as if we believed alto- 
gether in the very opposite philosophy. We act as 
if we believed we were made up of matter and not 
of mind: as if we ourselves were these bodies and 
not the souls within them. If we have a pain in 
the stomach, we ask ourselves what we have eaten 
that has disagreed with us—we do not ask what 
we have thought that bas disagreed with us. When 
feverish symptoms make themselves manifest, we 
say that we have taken a "cold"—not that we have 
been inflamed by inward imaginations and desires. 
We believe in eating and sleeping and exercising, 
as means toward health—which is well; but we do 
not believe in any inward experiences correspond- 
ing to this physical regimen, as of at least equal 
moment in the preservation of health. “Oh, rest 
in the Lord! Wait patiently on Him, and He shall 
give thy heart’s desire !"—this we believe in for the 
soul; but how few of us believe in the hygienic 
potency of such an attitude of spirit! How few of 
us believe that for the soul thus to rest in the Lord 
is veritably to rest every tired nerve in the body, 
to let down the tension of our high-strung lives, and 
to produce that quiet which we so much need! 
Opiates and anodynes—these we thoroughly believe 
in, as means of inducing rest, the sleep which in 
poetry we say the Lord "giveth His beloved ;" but 
how few of us put ourselves into placid slumber by 
thus resting our souls in the Lord! 

"| have meat to eat that ye know not of ;" “Man 
doth not live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God—doth man 
live": these are great words, which we believe 
thoroughly for the spirit. Who of us believes them 
for the body? Yet it was of the body that Jesus 
was speaking. in the first of these sayings, as well 
as of the soul. He was tired and hungered when he 
sat down by the well of Sychar, and His disciples 
went into the neighboring village to buy Him food. 
While they were gone He entered into conversation 
with the woman of Samaria by the well-side. In 
trying to help her soul, inward refreshment came to 
Him. In the thoughts he shared with her, his very 
body found sustenance. When His disciples came 
back, His fatigue was gone, His hunger was ap- 
peased, nnd He said, "I have meat to eat that ye 
know not of," Who of us ever feeds his body thug 
from his soul? Who of us believes that he can 
feed his hody thus from the soul? “Give us this 
day our daily breaó"—that is a good prayer for the 
soul; but for the body we believe in the prayer 
ouly for the fresh loaves from the kitchen, not for 
the fresh thoughts proceeding out of the mouth of 
God, on which man liveth in his very body. And 
yet to receive into our souls a great new thought, 
what potencies are thus freed; what energies are 
thus liberated: what life-giving sustenance is thus 
imparted! “Give me a great thought, that I may 
refresh myself,” said the noble German. Who of 
us prays this prayer? 

“Herein do I exercise myself to have always a 
conscience void of offense toward God and toward 
man," How many of us find in such exercise the 
means of anything more than what we call spiritual 
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strengthening? Who really believes that by thus 
exercising his conscience he ean circulate his blood, 
can slough off the impurities from his system, and 
accomplish what otherwise he might accomplish. by 
a brisk walk or a good ride? Yet, if the physical 
organization is the manifestation of a spiritual 
substance, then the spiritual action shonld manifest 
itself in the physical organization, a moral effort 
should be equivalent to a physical exercise, and 
man should be able to energize his body from his 
mind—to vitalize his physical organism from his 
soul. ^ 

Thus are we all unconscious materialists—deniers 
in our lives of the inner philosophy of life itself. 

Yet, if we do at all believe in our belief and trust 
in our philosonhy, it must be true that the inner- 
most and most vital powers of our body are mental 
and spiritual powers; that, in the development and 
training of these mental and spiritual powers, we 
are best making for the development of our physical 
powers—for health itself. If that philosophy be 
true, life is not a mechanical process, but a mental 
or spiritual energy; the body is not the creator of 
the mind, but the creation of the mind. A man’s 
physical organization is then a growth around his 
inward being. 

All this is, as yet, a matter of speculation, if you 
will. If it be a sound speculation it must sooner or 
later come within the ken of Science itself, and be 
capable of demonstration, We are rapidly ap- 
proaching this point, as it seems to me. Take, for 
example, the remarkable experiments of Professor 
Elmer Gates. Here is a genius who has been for 
years devoting himself to scientific experiment along 
the line of the inter-relationships of mind and 
matter, He ventures to affirm that every cell in our 
body is a centre of mind; that its real vitality is 
mental; that it is endowed with powers of menta- 
tion; that it is a thinking organism: that it is, in 
its substance. thonght itself. Each cell in onr body 
is, then, a point of the force that we call thought. 
‘The real force at work in our bodies, through these 
wonderful cell centres, is the force of thought. 
Professor Gates shows, as the result of his long- 
continued scientific experiments, that a man has the 
power of directing his thought upon any organ or 
function of his body, and of perceptibly affecting 
the action of that organ or of that function. He 
claims that he can increase the temperature in the 
point of his forefinger perceptibly, according to the 
record of che thermometer, as a result of a few 
moments of concentrated thought. He affirms that, 
by thus concentrating thought and directing it 
upon any organ in the body, marked and recog- 
nizable changes in the action of the organ will be 
effected at once. His conclusion is that at least 
one great secret of health lies in the systematic 
cultivation of thought, and what he calls “diri- 
gition,” or thought direction toward any part of 
the body where vitalizing and healing forces may 
be needed. Other interesting experiments by Pro- 
fessor Gates confirm his astounding statement that, 
under the action of mental emotion, love, hatred, 
fear, jealousy. etc., the secretions of the body are 
so affected that the eye and tongue may recognize 
the changes. The color of the secretions will be 
recognized by the color of the thought, so to speak, 
The taste of the secretions will be determined by 
the taste of the thought, as it were. All this is 
but the beginning of a scientific demonstration of 
this ancient and most profound philosophy of life. 

As the philosophy comes to be recognized, its 
application wil be apparent. Already, that appli- 
eation is recognized by our most intelligent phy- 
sicians. They know the power of suggestion. They 
habitually make use of a suggested idea, as a thera- 
peutic agent. They systematically arouse and 
direct expectant attention, as a means of inducing 
a cure from within—by the action of the mind. They 
know that the different drugs they prescribe will 
have their potencies mightily reinforced if the pa- 
tient believes in the physician, and not only desires 
health but expects it. They understand well enough 
the immense salubrity of a sunny and serene atmo- 
sphere in the sick-room.

Now, our present family physician comes 
ee and cheerful air, makes the 

star e3 t ith a pleasant smile, and has 
always something cheery and hopeful to say. He 
manages to inspire confidence in himse 
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ance in his patients concerning themselyes, and 
leaves us feeling the better for his being with m 
He carries part at least of his pharmacopmig in hig 
own personality. He not only writes prescriptions 
—he makes them. He may leave his pellets or his 
powders behind him—he has already injected his 
thought, and it is the thought that vitalizes his 
prescriptions. 

According to the adage, a man is his own phy- 
sician or a fool nt forty. Most of us, then, are 
fools. Yet each one ought to be his own physician 
by forty; ought to have so far learned what he is 
himself as to be able to regulate not merely the ex 
ternal conditions of his body, but also the internal 
conditions of his mind. And, if we believed in our 
own philosophy, we should be thus regulating our 
internal mental conditions, and thus regulating. our 
external physical conditions. For one thing, if we 
were not fools still, we would cease our habitual 
mental preoccupation with sickness. Talk is not 
idle. It is a mighty potency. Talk is the expres- 
sion of thonght. A word is the manifestation of a 
thought, Each word is a logos—a thought in mani- 
festation or in action. According, then, to our 
habitual talk will be our habitual thought; and 
according to our habitual thought will we be our- 
selves, If we persist in constantly talking about 
sickness, how should we be otherwise than possessed 
with the idea of sickness, the thought of disease? 
So talking, we must be constantly overshadowed by 
the haunting presence of infirmity and suffering. 
We communicate the contagion of fear, and poison 
one another with our morbid imaginations, We 
thus seek to create an atmosphere of health by 
charging the mind with impressions of sickness, 
Yet our habitual conversation is thus largely ocou- 
pied with questions of disease. When we meet we 
first ask one another how we are. Before other 
topics are entered upon, we discuss one anothers 
symptoms. What conversation would there be 
among our dear Tabbies without a mutual compari- 
son of ailments? 

Have you ever spent a month in a sanitarium? 
A sanitarium is a euphemistic term for an insane 
asylum. It is a collection of men and women— 
suffering, or supposedly suffering, from all sorts of 
ailments—who come together to get healed, What- 
ever the physical benefits of the dietary and general 
hygienic regimen may be, they are largely neutral 
ized by the mental environment, the mental atmo- 
sphere created by these hosts of people preoccupied 
with the thought of sickness and suffering, I re 
member, once, in a concert in such a sanitarium, a 
sudden pause in the music. There was no pause, 
however, in sound; for the room was instantly filled 
with the hum and murmur of the conversation of 
the guests—the fashionable way of showing appre 
ciation of music; from all quarters of the room 
arising such words as “rheumatism,” “influenza,” 
“nervous prostration,” ete. The good folk had been 
busy comparing notes concerning their symptoms 
while the music was going on. A beautiful way, 
this, to gain health! 


A dear friend of mine who has just passed to the 
larger life disused the form of asking, on entering 
our house—“I hope you are well to-day," and sub: 
stituted for it a far more rational salutation—"f 
hope you are good to-day." If we were only good 
we should be much more likely to be well. 

Plainly, if our philosophy of life be sound, the 
first and best way to create health is to cherish 
thoughts of health ; to fill our minds with the ideas 
of health. Every thought is creative; every idea 
is an energy tending to materialize itself. Each 
image is an action of the imagining faculty wherein 
is the true creative power, by which God is for- 
ever making the Universe and by which man #8 
forever making himself, whether he knows it or not. 
Habitual thoughts of health tend to create the 
condition, the environment, the atmosphere of 
health. Strongly to believe in one's being well is to 
make one better. Phillips Brooks used to say that 
he thoronghly believed that the way to make one 
what he ought to be, in any respect, was to make 
him believe that he was just that. 

So to cherish, habitually and systematically, 
thoughts of goodness must tend to the creation of 
health. Disease must be disorder, lack of harmony. 
a condition other than the divine, beautiful order. 
And the divine order is at heart an order in mind. 

Sweet and kindly and loving thoughts must make 
for the harmony even of the body itself. Sour, un 
kind, and hateful thoughts must disorder the seere- 
tions and poison the blood and disarrange the vibra- 
tions of our bodies, It cannot be otherwise. Men- 
tal serenity must produce physical calmness. Moral 
pureness must work toward physical cleanness. To 
be right, then, in the soul must be the first con 
dition of being right in the body. ‘There must be 
therapeutic potencies in spiritual thoughts ane 
emotions. If God, the Eternal and Infinitely Good 
Being, is the heart of the creation, then the inner 
spring of all its forces must be moral and spiritual 
energies, As with the Universe, so with the human 
body and mind. lf a man can make himself habitu- 
ally right in his thought and desire, right in his will 
and purpose, he must become right in the tissues 
built ap out of the mind’s action. 3 
“Seek ye first the Kingdom of God, even His 
righteousness, and all other things—matters of 


health as well as of ¢haracter—will be added 
thereto.”

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Hindus Agree with Tolstoi 


TOLSTOI has received a remarkable letter from a 
Hindu, In it the writer says that Hindus find a 
striking similarity between 'l'olstoi's philosophy and 
their own cherished doctrines, The author of “The 
Kreutzer Sonata,” he explains, dwells incessantly 
on the fact that all our public and private actions 
are in direct contradiction with the principles of 
true Christianity, and Hindus are of the same 
opinion, and, moreover, maintain that this contra- 
diction is nowhere more manifest than in the social 
and political actions of Europe. 

According to them, not only the evils from which 
Europe is suffering but also the evils of the entire 
world may be accounted for in this way. They 
claim that wherever Europeans have established 
themselves their acts have been entirely at variance 
with their generous principles, which are the car- 
dinal feature of the Christian religion, and for 
example they point to China, “a country which was 
formerly so happy,” but which has recently been 
overrun by foreigners. ‘The Hindus themselves, 
too, says ‘olstoi’s correspondent, have suffered 
much through Europeans, and that is why “they 
greet so enthusiastically the noble and vigorous 
action of the great Russian reformer.” 

In conclusion, the writer says the Hindus do 
not believe that an artificial European civilization 
can ever be established in their country, but rather 
hope that a time will come when a conquest by 
force will be succeeded by “a peaceful co-operation 
of Hindus and Europeans on the basis of true 
Christianity,” The main reason why they are con- 
fident that this hope will he realized is because the 
religious conception which learned Hindus have 
formed of the universe is based almost entirely on 
the very ideas which are the groundwork of Tol- 
stoi’s philosophy.

To “bow down" to idols and offer them 
homage seems like such an utterly foolish, if not blas- 
phemous, performance, that we can pa- 
tience with such an idea. Can the people who do 
such things be much above the beast in intelligence? 
We pity them and perhaps mingle contempt with 
our sympathy. 

But we should learn to be just if not generous. 
Our judgment should not ignore the heredity, en- 
vironment and especially the standpoint and motive 
of any human brother, be he ever so low and 
ignorant. We may well pity the superstition and 
foolishness of the worshiper of idols, but it would 
be fair to inquire, Does he mean wrong and are 
his motives bad? 

We are assured by the more intelligent heathen, 
if we make careful inquiry, that even the lower and 
more degraded class do not worship a carving of 
wood or stone, well knowing the powerlessness, in 
itself, of any such inanimate and inert object. 

Those who are both logical and sincere explain 
that such an idol is only a symbol—a representa- 
tion to the eye—of an idea of an unseen Power. 
The visible object serves as a kind of sensuous ful- 
crum to rest upon and as an aid to more thorough 
concentration. In other words, hom is called 
out toward an invisible or spiritual higher Some- 
thing—an ' unknown God’’—through the act of 
worship. We are aware that the typical idolater 
of India is, least of all, a materialist. His subtle 
philosophy for ages bas had its whole scope, logic 
and action in the unseen rather than in what is 
objective and material. He may be poor, ragged 
and degraded, but an inherent prevailing asceti- 
cism leads him away from any emphasis upon ex- 
ternal and inanimate things. By a simple and uni- 
versal instinct men will worship only what they 
feel to be superior to themselves. We can hardly 
conceive of any devotee who would be so stupid 
as to have such a feeling toward a carved idol, in 
itself. 

The brief outline which has been given of the 
spirit of Oriental thought is not presented as any 
excuse for the use of idols, and much less for any 
defense. But simple comparison often is instruct- 
ive, We are inclined to study others from the bias 
of our own standpoint. Forms greatly vary, but 
human nature, in the universal, is vastly more alike 
in quality, motive and inclination than we often 
imagiue, The unlikeness is mainly upon the sur- 
face, We would resent being classed among idola- 
trous people. The New Thought bids us to see 
the best side of our neighbor, not only as a matter 
of charity, but as being in accord with the law of 
development, 

The great Occidental idolatry is THE WORSHIP 
OF THINGS. We do not bow down to them liter- 
ally or offer petitions to them. But to give our- 
selves to them may even be worse, A very deep 
and true, even though subtle and unconscions, 
homage. is soul occupation, What does one think 
most about? What calls out his greatest admira- 
What accomplishment does he rejoice most 
What possesses the greater part 
of our consciousness? Is it spiritual ideals and en- 
tities or THINGS? Here is the crucial test. One 
will give unlimited thought space to what he loves 
most. Soul occupation constitutes homage—even 
though unconscious—in its truest What 
draws out the most of yourself?

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EACH Soul is destined to develop or un-

ness of the attributes of Universal Spirit, 
Each individual is a point of expression 
or focalization of the Universal. Imma- 
nent and innate in each part, therefore, 
are the qualities of the Whole. 

Existence and manifestation are essential to soul 
unfoldment. "That they subserve no purpose is in- 
conceivable; for to admit lack of purpose or netes- 
sity, even in the slightest detail of the Universe, 
contravenes all conception of Unity, and assumes 
a Chaos rather than a Cosmos.

And to the extent that their wisdom 
is absorbed is he the better for having passed 
through each of these thought conditions and phys- 
ical manifestations, But one can have no sympathy 
with, and therefore condemns, that which he has 
not vet experienced or to which he has not yet un- 
folded. z 

The study of embryology and anatomy demon- 
strates that the physical body retains the essence 
of all its ancest ral forms or—as they may be termed 

its physical experiences, And the thought form 
of which the physical is the manifestation similarly 
retains the essence of all its ancestral thought ex- 
poe The top of the mountain includes the 
ase; the pint measure is included in the quart; and 
the rays of the sun include the electric light. 

If the intenser harmonies or higher development 
recognized only what responded to them fully, their 
sympathies would be so narrowed that there would 
be an utter lack of harmony between those un- 
equally developed. Interchange would be con- 
fined to those exactly alike, and therefore one would 
be unable to supply to another that which the other 
lacked. There would be no interdependence or mu- 
tuality, and love and sympathy would be without 
purpose or advantage, 

jut, as one progresses, he stores away; he does 
not eliminate. While it is true that the conscious- 
ness is dominated by the highest harmonies one has 
unfolded to, it is true also that he includes forever 
the lower intensities he has responded to during the 
course of his unfoldment.

All Nature Is Intelligent 


TuaT the intelligence pervades all things is an 
absolute certainty, and still further, that kindred 
divisions or groups in nature commune, converse 
and exchange thought is a certainty, says Thi 
Mental. Advocate, 

The rose will exchange fragrance with its neigh- 
bor rose, thereby transmitting its thoughts and 
sympathies to a friend. The fragrant atom of the 
rose never is attracted by or to the sunflower or 
lemon, because there is no direct affinity. The 
various families or species of roses can converse by 
means of exchange in atomic fragrance. This law 
holds good between all kin divisions of nature. 
This is done in a silent but intelligent way—as all 
other things are done in nature. 

One will often see a tree deprived of its roots or 
limbs and wonder how it lives. The secret is that 
it is fed by other trees, even if they be hundreds of 
miles away. All nature is a bond of love and svm- 
pathy. Especially is this true between near kin- 
ship. We sympathize more with a horse than with 
a tree or mineral because of nearer kinship to the 
horse. . 

Sometimes there is war between dissimilar fami- 
lies in nature; then the tares choke out the wheat; 
but tares never war with tares nor wheat against 
wheat, All the families in nature radiate peculiar 
forces. 

Some of these are inviting and others are repel- 
lent. For instance, the Eucalyptus tree repels 
nearly all other vegetable creatures, while the clover, 
buckwheat, orange, magnolia and rose invite the 
presence of most other vegetable creatures. The 
object of this article is to show that the whole of 
nature is permeated with intelligence and that this 
intelligence is greatly diversified. Even the metal- 
lic world is full of intelligence, and, still better, full 
of love. Iron, copper, gold, platinum and silver all 
have the power of intelligent attraction, especially 
between their own atoms. It is almost impossible 
to separate the atoms of iron because of the law of 
cohesion—that is, the law of love. ‘These atoms ure 
mutually bound not to separate, and love is the 
bond that unites them. 

In all nature there is a constant emanation 
constant interchange of intelligence. The iron 
greets the iron while the rose sends out its fragrant 
messenger to its neighbor, This interchange of in- 
telligence is restless and unceasing. The universal 
atoms are no less active in their commerce than the 
vegetable. The heart of the mighty rock is touched 


by a message from another clime and rock. 
Indeed, intelligence is the order of nature. This is 


proved by mechanical tests in various ways, one 
of which is to measure the intelligence arising or 
radiating from steel or iron.

Life began far, far back 
in the womb of intelligence, and we are kin to all 
nature because of this law of intelligence. We 
know that nature is divided and subdivided, just 
as are the races of man and the lower creatures, 
This is because of the law of evolution. The rose 
came from the rock and is higher in mental devel- 
opment. There is no ignorance in nature; there is 
no chaos in her laws; the ignorance and chaos 
man, but it is fast disappearing.

Get this one iden firmly established in your mind, 
that God is the Most High, the Omnipotent Power, 
that God works through you to will and to do.

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PERSONALITY. is made up of three attributes— 
neciousness, character and will. 
Therefore let us define these attributes separately 
that we may gaiti a clear understanding of their 
full purport, and then consider them collectively 
and to what extent others are influenced by them. 
Consciousness is the power by which the Soul 
knows its own acts and states. The Soul is con- 
stantlv aware of its fleeting acts which it performs, 
dit is this inner consciousness with which we must 
uniliar before our personality can have a foun- 
dation upon which to rest. These emotions or acts 
are perceived by our power to remember, feel and 
decide, and consequently from the conscious, in- 
telligent mind to which we can turn. It also knows 
its own states, as when it is conscious of a gay or 
melancholy feeling, a fixed or enduring preference 
or a continued condition of intellectual activity. 
This state, of course, begins with life, as when Ten- 
nyson sings: 
“The Baby new to earth and sky, 
What time his tender palm is pressed 
Against the Circle of the Breast, 
Has never thought that this is I.

Having thus defined these attributes separately, 
we group them together and under one head know 
such a combination as personality, 

These are the strongest elements in personality, 
and characteristics springing as a side issue from 
the effects of these make up a pleasing or unattrac- 
uve personality. We must, in right proportion, 
develop each one of these attributes so that the 
effect of the whole shall make a pleasing per- 


sonnel, 


For example, while consciousness is one of the 
utmost vita importance to intelligence when it 
becomes enlarged to a disproportionate degree and 
becomes self-consciousness or too prominent an im- 
pression of self, it affects personality to the extent 
that onlookers feel much sympathy and often pain 
for tlie victim. It is one of the greatest bars to 
attractive personality, and the cure is most quickly 
found. by adopting an altruistic point of view. 
Thinking of others and their interests and so merg- 
ing self into others. The grace produced by this 
is a direct ornament to any personality and is com- 
monly spoken of as unselfish ness. a 

The second strong point to guard is character, 
The character of the people who surround us color 
our own personality to an extent, and yet no man is 
to be strictly judged from environment. Every 
man and woman owe it to themselves to have the 
"araeter of their surroundings as desirable as pos-

“Where I am present the spirit sounds alone are 
heard, The slayer casts aside his sword, the sick 
man laughingly springs from his bed, and un- 
known peace comes on the earth, 

“Tn whatever way I am loved I love in return. 
As son, parent, friend, master and slave, I respond 
to the wishes of My devotees. 

"He who loveth not his neighbor loveth not Me. 
He who giveth not to the needy giveth not to Me. 

‘Thou shouldst be lowlier in spirit than a blade 
of grass, more patient aud generous than a tree, 
which complains not that its branches are cut, but 
gives its injurer its luseious fruits to eat in return. 
Thou shouldst pay respect to even those who are 
never respeeted, and. at all times sing Me and My 
love in thy heart.” ,

thousand years ago, and three thousand vears 
before Christ was born.

It is well to revive the be: auty and simplicity of 
these first teachings, just as they fell from the lips 
of the followers of Divine Love, and it cannot harm 
our orthodox Christians to study the wisdom of 
Krishna, who lived so long ago in far-off India.
